George Finlay Simmons, curator of ornithology of the Cleveland / 
Museuin of Natural History, said upon his return from the island 

that the treasure, taken from the Inca Indians, lies undisturbed where 
it was buried a century ago yy two pirates on the island off the coast 
of Brazil. 

One of the hoards Simmone said, amounts to $40,000,000, and was 
buried by a Spanish pirate, Jose Santos, who captured a ship laden 
with gold and silver bar and altar vestments from the church of IAma 
Teru. More than $8,000,000 more was buried on the same island by an 
Linglish pirate, who styles himself “Zulmiro,”’ Simmons said. 

Hight expeditions were made to find the treasure between 1800 
and 1892, Simmons said, but most of them never reached the desolate 
coast of the- island.
